Anun’lriilm is sim|dy tin* diH'tniio of capitulisin carried to the exlreinc, and 
there 4s hamly any difference iM-iwmi the philowiphy of John I>. Ilwkefeller 
and that of the aiiandilMtH, al.hough U<H'keftdb*r iua> not know it, or may not 
auiuit it. 

It may he well to say a few words on that piunl sinee the matter is uii in the 
lA'gislature for discussion. 

And 1 will also explain the essential differeiux bctwi*on Sorialisni and an¬ 
archism for the benetit of those wlio sre still in the dark on ihiM subjeei. 

Socialisiii Is eoiiimoiily delined as the rolloi'tive ownership of the iinMiis «if 
prtNlitctmn aiid distrrtiution. 

M ith res|H*cl to theory, ^irialisiu. rsiMxially .'soi ial Ib inoeraey. is soiianited 
from llie Atiarcliisls by a wid<*r elniMii tiniii from the |ir«*s«*ni system. StKdalism 
ineuns u more perfect orgaiiiK.itioii and a greater |Miwer ftir organi/.«st -orioiv than 
It has at present. 

As to iiimrehism—there are as many Anar-eliist "stlMxds" as ihore are promi- 
uent AliarcldsiK—Init nil Anarehist mdoMtls preaeii the highcM sovereignty of the 
individual. The old .leffersoniun theory, that the eouiiiry that is govorneiriinisi is 
governed best, is carried by iheiii to me exireine-rio authority. iio state, no 
govmiuunt. no church, ini (lo.i. eir., Ik the fiiudomenial lilou of all .\ij.':ri'liiKts. 

Not helieviiig in any kiml of authority, it is only natural tlini iliev siuMihl 
diaugrec among tbeuiselves un alimtst everytliing. When at ilie World's fair in 
Clilcttgo iu Octol>er, IHSL'l, an iuternatioitui congress of .VnnrchistH was held, tliere 
were reprcstuitative Atiaridiists friuii rxery eivilixt^ii «‘»Minlrv. proimsiiion was 
made, that for the information of ilie pisjple ami the furiiienmeo of nnarohisin 
a diwumeul shouhl l»e drawn up settitjg forth just wlmi the iHli.f :iml what 

the followers are doing. Tin* proposit'on almost brought ..tigress to hu end. 

for it was found that there were as many different ideas of nnnrehisiii as there 
were delegatca present, and no detinithui eould be nnnie saiisfartoi v to ini>re 
tliiin one or two. PMb. 

The annndiism of tlie (terman, .Max Siirnor, <»iid the i’*reneluiian. Pierre .T. 
Proudhon, is entirely indiriiliialisiit - Ntirner's ImioLs, ' iias leh uml ^ein Kigeu- 
ihum." is one of the most terrilie bo.iks t ver written. Boili authors demaiid the 
perfect, iinfettereii self-goveniim nt of the imlividiiul. and. eonse«iuenlly. tlie ate 
senre of anv kind itf external goveriiinenf. In other wonis. it is the present 
system of the "laisse* faire"-ihe "h-t me alone" of the trust iiiaginitcv. earried 
out to the extreme. 

The hitter enemy of the great .*<(K-ialet. Karl .Marx, a Uussin|| nobleimit) by 
the name of .Michael Biikunin. felt tin* i indeqiiai'y (»f liiis th«s>r.v srlu\ invenied "an 
annrchiatic comniunism" —whii-li was brought into a kind of a system by another 
RuKsinn, I'rinee I'eter Krapotkin. The v«Ty tenu "anarehis'ih' eominunism." 
however, implies n <Nmtrudieti'U . 

It la very WTong to mnneit all .Anarchist.* and .Vnarehist seho«i|s wiili mur¬ 
der and hlo^she»l. Some iielieve iu the "terror as a pro|iag.iiida.’* whieh idea 
ia of UuNstaB origin. Oiliers. the followers of Ben Tueker, for iustatire. do not 
believe in the "propngnndu of the d<*isl." i. e,. in the taeties j*f murder, im endi- 
arism, etc. 

That the Anandiist plan of the supreme gmllike s<ivereignt.v fif tiie individual 
would require a race of "angels," ns otherwise it would menu ismstaiit iiet), 
must be clear even to n auperfiednt ohMTver. 


It is only natural that nimr(*hism should he the deadly enemy of Social Dc* 
imxTacy. 

We are revolution.iry S<K’kilists ami declare that our aim is tbe overthrow 
of the prcM'iit system and the i^nhlishment of a now and higher onler, a 
ative commonwwilth. in which iwverty, prostitution and all the misery eiiiuuatiiig 
lherefrr>tD will l»e unknown. In order to obtain this we try to convince the nm- 
jfuity of <he |H<oi>le of tbe righteousm^s of our ideas, and also jtoint to the UH>d 
ern er«uioniu* devehqttnents—tbe trusts, «>iol»iiies, etc.—which make a Socialistic 
(■ommoiiweul'.h a iiwessity, sooner or later, if fn*cHlom ami cIviliMtiou an* l«» sur¬ 
vive. And we make i«» secret of tbe foci that after we havo obtaine«i the iKdiltcul 
iKiwer m*<-eHMary for tin? nlmve outlined <duingi*H. that wo may use forci* against 
siii-h individuals or classes ns try P» resist the manifest will of the petqde. This 
is the progrniiiiiie of the SiH’inl DetiKHTnoy In a nutshidl. 

Furthermore, for the first time in Ihe history of ihe worUl, the i>i>prt*ssed class 
has the same fundamental right as the ruling class, namely, the right of suffrage. 

Blit instead of making use of this tho Anarchists simply laugh at it. Tlie 
.\narchis( dties mg Udieve in voting, it siiujdy creates new rulers. Tile Aiuir- 
chist does imt desire any uforui, l>ecause reforms signify I'ompromUcs with the 
isissessing chi»e*i*s. He is the deadly enemy of the so-(*nli<sl "immediate demands" 
of the S<»cialists. The .\narebist desires the rcvoliitiou—the simple, entire, iiiime- 
dinte and directly fxsuiomic revolution.. In order to reach this goal, bewiil sup[dy 
liiiiisidf with a |wii filletl with exploaives ami hurl it oit tbe public in n theater or 
a church pitMs*«sion. Ho (Onims that this is a pieco of "hnme4liate revolution."— 
sane men see iu it simply a piece of "imme<llate insanity." The killlug of Wil* 
liaiu McKinley, of T’iiiIktIo. King of Italy, of Carnot, the FreaideiU of France, 
,of Hinpiv^SN Elbuibeth of .Vustria and of many others-wh:it pKxl itid it do the 
working iMsqde or nuylMHly else? ' 

Any sane man must ask himself, whnt right bus n small minority—uml the 
.\iinrchistK are nn infinitesimal minority imhiHl—to force its views by moniu* of 
me Ismih. pistol and dagger U{>on the Tiiujority. u[Kin a thousand-fold majority? 

(Jeorge I’hsdiunuw, a Social Ib'inocrutic writer, tersidy says: "In the name 
of revolution the .Vmir<*bists serve the ouuse of reaction: in the name of morality 
they approve of the most imnionil acis: in the name of individual liU'rly they 
tniinple umlcr f«sit nil the rights of tlieir fellow men." 

The Sm'iiil IieiiMM*nits. however neeil not fear llic .\nnrcliist propaganda. 
.Vnarcliisiu tvill never exert any s.Titms intluence uikm the working class. 

.\nnrchism is strrmg only where ihe geiM^ral londition <if the ma.-ses is very 
bad and their «sliication is very low, and therefore Italy. Spain, and to some ex¬ 
tent Bu.ssia, are tfslay the strongholds of .knnrcinsiii. Wherever Social !)em«H*- 
nicy is strong, .\narrhism is of mi iiccotiiii, as for instaiii-e. in iierinnny. .\ns- 
;(( trill. B-dgium ami tin* Si-nmlinavinn <'oiintrii‘S. .Mtliongli tho .-Vtiaridiists foriner- 
Iv did make some headwnv in Austria. France and Belgiiiin, liefore the rim* of 
Social Democnicy there, ilie .Socialist twirty mhoi uiiriiliilated the Anarchist pro|Mi- 
gnnda and obsorlosi ull tlieir energetic elements WlieiM*ver npiKUiUsI to .among 
tlie .Vnarehisls lliere are lalsirers wiio sincerely desire the welfare of their elnss 
and saerifice lh»*tnse|ves for wliieh they cousiiler the g<KNl cause, this mvurs by 
ri*ason of misumlersttinding ami ignorance—when tliey are m>t itiKauc or i‘{>iieptic 
—ns is the case uiili nmsl "propngaiiilisls of the ileeil," 'lliey know tlie battle 
for the cnintieipiilion of the working <'lnss only under the form which the .Anar 
ehists seek to glw ti*.. When they have be<*ume more eiilighletied nml lesji faii.al- 
icnl they IsH-uiiie Sts ial lb>imK‘rats. 

.\nd certainly the general onditions t.f .a eoiintry are always to lilaine for the 
4*xisienee of .\iinrehism. In Italy it is remlHli.srii. militarism and the wrt'tehed 
♦•ondition »if tlie uiassex. 'Phe fs'llagra—a sickin'ss restiliiitg from eating sishle*! 
i-oriimeal niakc^ more .Xmiriliists in NortinTu Italy and in Sieily in ime year 
than all llie lawgivers of the world, im-liidiiig Wisconsin, ean rihliternte in a 
Imndrtsl. The istudhion in .'spnin. wliere the church nml the fi’iidnl lords are 
keeping the p«*«>p!4> in ahj«‘ct misery, is very similar. S|uiiii is n hdtlss) of .\nar- 
ciiists. .Vnd in this eotmiry the intense exnloitation. the growth r*f trusts ami 
liie upstarting r>f n hangliiy pUilocrncy is ii{>o beginning to brecnl .Annrchisni 
and Anarchists. Laws iHisved in (*oiign‘ss and tlie Is-gislatnre against .Anarchism 
4-an only hasten tloir groutii. because such laws create Ihe atiiHWiphore uiiere 
they thrive U*st. 

There is only one safi* ami nhsolut«‘]y sure nritiilnte against .Vnarchistn and 
that is SfK-ial lb*m«Nnicv. Tlie wtirkingmeij noe4l siM*ial refonns. They neeil cn- 
liglitenineiit. 'Fhev m*«*il 10 see tile next 
plms4* of our civilization. .\nd tin* labor 
of all this is it duty whicli the Social 


tatloA the ariluD* vie with e«rh other, ae- 
cerdiiag tc the orgeney of their woou. in 
eraTfug a wnge Inferior Id value to tbe 
■mount of their hihor. Finally, aa for other 
comBodltlc*. cornea an lll-oraeneil doj. when 
the hsmaa ware is offereil for leM than cost 
price; that la to aay. If we would speak 
eleariy. a monieot cornea when neeeuslty 
eompela thr unfortunate workman to Holb'lt 
a wage that 1* Insufficient to provide fur his. 
m<t*t pressing wants and tbooe of his fam¬ 
ily. Nothing, then, remains for him and hU 
lint to deprive themselves even of the strict 
est necessaries In the way of fooil. clothing I 
and lodging, alnce bis wage does not siif-' 
lice to procure them. To be deprivetl of the i 
strictest nei'eeoaries. even for ■ few iloytl 
M’hat a depth of misery and sufferiug Is 
expressed In this one phrase!" 

.And Mgr. Ketteler makes this pn-gnniit 
observntiou which aosw’crs the claim that 
Socialism prf'supiioaes a false tsiuality: 
"The inequalities existing nnioug men 
are very great. It is a crime against 
,4iuroanity Co have abollsboil nil means of 
protection, abandoning mankind, with nil 
its natiirni and social inequalities, to the 
dally struggle of compeliiioii." 


The Buffalo Eunuirt*r. commenting on 
Carroll !>. Wright s claim that tbe lalmr 
problem <*annot be wdved, presents the 
picture of an ideal society with cubital 
and labor standing side by side. Now. 
why ebould some men be capitalists and 
some lalKirers under nn ideal iwlelyV 
Where is there anything ideal in the 
thought of some men with capita) to do 
their work for them, and others obligiNl m 
work with their naketl hands? Why 
shouldn’t the workers prefer to l>e 4*api- 
talists! Why shouldn t they kisist on 
takinn turns! 

Wisconsin comrades are urged io miss 
no iWHsible omiortunlty <0 put up candi¬ 
dates in Ihe coming spring elections. Ev¬ 
ery wmmde should wie his principles at 
the jmlls. xvhich he cannot do If there are 
no Bocmlists to vote for.

The inhniation of pure, moderately 
warm air containing a certain amount of 
moistan* must he considered on© of the 
first cniiditioiis for the prescrvntlou of 
tho health of the human lK)dy. Even the 
external air varies iu Its tempemtnir 
and degree of humidity according to tbe 
■eason of the year and atmoapYeric con¬ 
ditions. In factory rooms (he air suffers 
many alteratious injnrions to the work¬ 
ingman. Sometlm«*s these alterations are 
dno to the pemliarity of the ludnstryi 
and the materials coosnmed. XJanally, j 
however, they coincide with the deter¬ 
ioration cans^ by the exhalations and 
expectoration of tbe workmen, and, in 
winter eopeclally, are hastened by the 
gaa or petrolenm illomiuation. Bnt tbe 
air ia vxtated not only by tbe above-men- 
tkmed factors, but also by the dost which 
d^elopa in tbe various lodnstriea aud 
method of manufacture. The latter 
may seriously impair the health «>f tbe 
workman and directly or indirectly en¬ 
danger or abo.rien his Hfe.

A pneumatic apraylu^ machine by which .paintinjr can be done mechanically U 
now crowding the palntcra out of work bccnuae capital owna and controls it. Id 
every field machinery is crowding men ou of the factories and occupations. Where 
can they go? Into other occupations? But when they apply at tliose other places, 
lo! Uiere. too, men are being crowded out. Notwithstanding. thlsTact. a writer in 
Boyee*s Weekly has tlie nerve to write as follows: 

*'Id Ametica we have always l»eeo abort-banded with regard to labor. As an Illus¬ 
tration of what has been accomplished by the use of electricity In a great lodnstry. I 
may cite the Hoineiitead MlUa of the Cororgle Company . . . where they prodnee with 
about 4.(100 men three times aa much steel as the Krupp works produce with 15,000 men. 
The reanlts are aimply wonderful. You can atari there today. In a bnlldlng containing 
steel-melUog furnaces, and you will there see three mtm mountid on a car with the 
charging apparatus which Is moved and op<*rat«! by electricity. With a few move¬ 
ments of this Ingenious contrivance three men charge twenty furnacca, which prior to 

the use of electricity s'oulcl have required the loltor of over two hundred men. 

Now all this sort of thing came about In America because of our necessities. We 
hadn't men enough to do our work. There was a premium In favor of those who 
(•oiiid Invent machlnos (o work aud thus supply the deflHency.*' 

.That's nice Htiiff to crowd down the throats of the workers! If there were 
Dpt uieu enoiigii, you would see w'ages go up with a l)ouud. LaiM>r is n wari‘ in 
the market under cnpitalism, and subjot't to the )aw of supply and deniniul. Tlie- 
instnllution of InlHir-Hnving machinery in the factory helps the capitolists in vari- 
ons ways: It makes tlie jobs fewer so tlint the working class must cointK>te to sei* 
who shall live uiid who shall starve, and this enuses the workers to underbid yach 
otlier in order to eHeu|>e from iM>veriy and they hid down till the line of the 
men* ex|H'ns<» of living is reached. This lowering of wages gives the capitalist 
class n chiuxn* to get its lalNir {siwer cheap, and it makes the workers servile. 
‘•l>owii oil your knts^s lH*fore us and Is-g for work." (Til'S tlie ('npitalist clnKS, "are 
we not your IsMiefnrdor''—do we nut give you work, and do we nut give you char¬ 
ity through the chunbes and charity offlees when yon are starvingV" And the 
hiintisl-duw'ti worker is only too eager to soy, "Vi's!" and to look deHervlng! 

And then ma<*hiriery, mtii’h of it, is k<) simple tliat child hilsir (*nn l>e iisisl to 
run it. And child Inlsir is cheaisT than man hilior. Oh, yes! "\Vc huven't men 
enough to do oiir worli." Too had. isn't It?
